When Jeaus Waa Born 



According to the best and most 
recent historical and scientific re- 
searches, Jesus was born in either the 
year 6 or 7 before the present i 
therefore B.C. — Before Christ 1 
That he was born before the J 
lii.r., is historically certain, writes 
Giulio Loccatelll in the GiommU <t' 
Italia, from the simple fact that 
Herod the Great i some time before 

his death, ordered the massacre of all 
male children two years of age and 
Under, in order to be certain to 

rid of the baby Jesus Now, Herod 

died a few days after an eclipse ol 
the moon, according to FlaviUB 
Josepbus, in bis Antiquities of the 

Jews. 

Altronomy steps m here to deter- 
mine the date ol that eclipse and as 

.mis ns that it refers to either the 
eclipse of March 24th of the year 5 
B.C., or to that of March 1 3th of the 
year 1 B.C., both Of which were 
visible in Jerusalem. The illustrious 

astronomer, Blia Millnsevich, dir 

toi of the observatory at the Colli 
Romano, holds that the second date 
is the more probable. 

epting the year 1 B.C. as the 

date of Herod's death, and taking 

into consideration the events that 
followed the birth of lesus, such as 
the coining of the Magi, the flight 
into Bgypt and the Massacre of the 
Innocents, Jesus must have been 
born one or two years previously, 
hence in 5 or 6 B. C. 

The Catholic Church accepts the 
conclusions of history, and in their 
brated work, I,. Art de Verifier 
Pates (The Art of Verifying 
Dates), the Benedictine fathers estab 
lished the birth of Chrisl as having 
taken place i" the year <> B.C. Thus 
the so called Christian Era has at 
origin not the date of Christ's birth , 

but the year 753 of the fouudat ion of 

Rome, according to the chronoli 
of Dionysios the Less, who lived in 

lh century.

international congress of deaf-mutes 



Dear friends , deaf brothers and sisters :• 

We beg leave to inform you that 
we resolved, at the occasion ot the 
last International Congress ot the 
Deaf-Mutes at Lie^e, held in 1924, 
the occasion of sixtieth anniversary 
of the Royal Mutal Society of 
the Deaf-Mutes, that the next In- 
ternational Congress the Deaf-Mutes 
is to be held in Prague, in 1928, 
the date of the Congress having been 
fixed for the days of 4-9 of July of 
the same year. 

In May 1926, there took place the 
celebration of the Deaf-Mutes at 
Madrid, on the occasion of the 
monument raised in memory of the 
first and eldest educator of the deaf- 
mutes, Fray Pedro Ponce de Leon, 
when, at a special meeting, we had 
also discussed the preliminary mea- 
sures for the Prague Congress in 
1928. 

In that year there will be cele- 
brated the sixtieth anniversary of 
our Mutual Society of the Deaf 
Mutes, "S. F. S.", in Prague 
founded in 1868 by the noble mind- 
ed instructor at the Prague In- 
stitution for Deaf-Mutes, Mr. Vaclav 
Wilezek. 

As the chance would have it , there 
will, inl928, also be celebrated the 
fifteenth anniversary of the Tourists' 
Club of the Deaf-Mutes, ' ' Prague" , 
which will, both for the home and 
foreign visitors, arrange an autocar 
excursion about Prague and its sur- 
roundings and explain the various 
historical mouments of the beloved 
"hundred- spired" Prague. Also 
the Educational and Theatrical Club 
of Deaf-Mutes celebrates, in the 
same year, their fifth anniversary 
and will show the attendants their 
performance. 

The International Congress of the 
Deaf-Mutes in Prague will be held 
in a vear most memorable for us, for 
we shall, in 1928, celebrate the first 
decade of our national independence. 
Our visitors will also be able to 
judge from personal observation the 
state of the development of our cul- 
ture, for, in 1928, there is planned 
in Prague a General Popular Kx 
position ("Vsenarodni VyMavn), in 
connection with a special inter* 
national exhibition devoted to edu- 
cation, art and handicrafts. 

In order that we many worthily 
•all attention to the work of the Deaf- 
Mutes, we should like, in addition 
'o this, arrange an exhibition of ttn-ir 
manna! w>rk. 

We look forward with pleasure 
to the considerable number of foreign 
attendants taking part in the Inter- 
national Congress held in Prugoe, 
and hope that thus we shall 
ourselves of the opportuuii \ of mak- 
ing their acquaintance and of i 
ing into firmly established relation- 
ship with them, and that we shall 
lie able to acquaint them with the 
organization of otir care for the deaf- 
mutes and with the activity of our 
-ty. 

Our program is arranged in con- 
formity with the resolution as passed 
by the Liege Congress, and will bear 
upon the legal and social position of 
the deaf-mutes and the sanitary 
conditions, and perhaps, also upon 
the question of education, which will 
he d 1 in Prague during the 

days of 4th-9th of Julv, 192«, The 
Congress will be inaugurated by a 
paper on the significance and history 
of our eldest Society for the past 
sixty yen 

Detailed information and the pro- 
gram of the Congress with blank 
applications will be sent later on. 

This announcement in the press 
is, in the meanwhile, to call atten- 
tion to the Congress to be held at 
Prague in 1928, in order that our 
foreign friends may make necessary 
arrangements for next year 

Being fully confident that onr ap- 
peal is calling forth the greatest 
enthusiasm in the whole world of 
the speechless, and that you, too, 
will respond favourably, we assure 
you of our brotherly feelings.
